Narberth lost one of its finest men 
last Sunday in the death of Charles S. 
Mirick. of Xarberth and Woodbine ave- 
nues. He had been confined to his home j 
for a little more than a year as the j 
result of a stroke of apoplexy, and ! 
passed peacefully away last Sunday 
noon. 

The funeral services were held at his 
late residence Wednesday afternoon at 
2 o'clock, and were conducted by Rev- 
Avery S. Demtny, pastor of the Baptist 
Church of the Evangel, assisted by b'ev. 
Dr. Rowland, of Philadelphia. Inter- 
ment was at Mt. Moriah Cemetery. 

Mr. Mirick, who was in his 70th year, 
was a member of the Church of the 
Kvnngol and is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. William S. Horner, and one 
son, Charles E. Mirick. He was also 
a member of the Mercantile Library 
cii ess Club of Philadelphia. 

The son of a well-known Baptist 
clergyman. Mr. Mirick after graduat- 
ing from Bueknell Fnivcrsity. engaged 
in the newspaper nnd printing business. 
Later when he came to Philadelphia lie 
became associated with several large 
printing houses. 

For more than thirty years Mr. Mir- 
ick was directly and indirectly connect- 
ed with the Curtis Publishing Company, 
and was intimately acquainted with 
Cyrus IT. K. Curtis, the publisher. A* 
the time Mr. Curtis started the Ladies' 
Home Journal he had no printing plant 
of his own and the .lournai was printed 
by the concern where Mr. Mirick we > 
employed as the manager of the com- 
posing room. Mr. Curtis is still a very 
active man. but in those days he was 
particularly active, for he was his en- 
tire "advertising department" as well 
as business manager and office boy. 

"Our composing room was on one 
of the upper floors of our building," 
Mr. Mirick used to say in telling the 
story of bis early ncnuninlu'ice with 
Mr. Curtis, "and we had no elevator

in those days. Wo had one of those 
old-fashioned iron spiral stairways 
whieli are more or less dillicult to climb 
even if you take each stop carefully. 
But ilr, Curtis used to run up those 
winding steps as though he were sort 
of popped out of a gun; slap down a 
handful of copy for advertisements for 
the next issue of the Home Journal and 
tell us to set up the type, and then dis- 
appear down that stairway almost as 
fast ;is a fireman sliding down the lire 
pole to answer an alarm. Ho was 
soliciting his own advertisements in 
those days, and he had a lot of ground 
to cover, and business wasn't cumins 
as easy in those days as it has in 
later years." 

Later when the Curtis Company es- 
tablished its own printing pi.-int Mr. 
Curtis engaged Mr. .Mirick as superin- 
tendent of the Curtis composing room. 
After filling that position for a num- 
ber of years Mr. Mirick joined the ed- 
itorial staff of the Saturday Kvening 
Post, and from then up until he ws 
stricken a little over a year ago, lie 
edited most of the stories and articles 
that appeared in the Post. Ho was 
regarded by George Horace Lorinier, 
the editor of the Post, as not onii' :-.u 
authority on Knglish, but an unusually 
able, thorough and conscientious ed- 
itor. 

Mr. MiTick was one of the best chess 
players in Philadelphia. He had been 
a member of the Mercantile Library 
Chess Club for many years and was 
a keen student of the game. He par- 
ticipated in several of the series of 
matches played by the various chess 
champions of this and other countries 
against groups of the best players in 
Philadelphia, and on several occasions 
he won from the champions and he also 
had two or three draws to his credit. 
He was deeply interested in astronomy 
and was regarded as quite an amateur 
authority on the subject. 

Affectionately known to his folks 
and his intimate friends as "Poppy,"' 
Mr. Mirick was one of those quiet but 
withal genials souls of whom there are 
only too few in this world. He was 
kindly and friendly and brought a great 
deal of brightness and happiness into 
the lives of many people. He will be 
missed, but he will also be remembered 
as a man whom it was well worth while 
to have known, and whose kindly, gen- 
ial friendship meant more in the fel- 
lowship of man than any mere material 
achievement or accomplishment.

Is not that a development of 
Americanism? Is not that a healthful 
genu of fraternity? Can you not see 
it growing and developing from you 
through your bigger selves to your 
neighbor, info your town, and widening 
out. spreading its influence into your 
country — it overflows into your Slate, 
and before long your country is urged 
with it, and there you are, the little 
thought which you thought, a little way 
back, or long ago, lias become a na- 
tional monument for the world to sec 
and profit by. 

That is merely your earnestness of 
attitude as an individual — now com- 
pound that attitude with the reciprocal 
attitude of each person who touches 
another and see the wonderful results 
of one small effort — it is a beautiful, 
magnificent Americanism.

All of you, in your country's service, 
have stood retreat — has any one of you 
gone through that ceremony without 
the deepest emotions? Personally, 1 
never lost the nervous chill which ac- 
companies intense reverence. Always 
as the flag came slowdy down, with the 
band playing our national anthem, or 
with the bugles sounding retreat, I have 
felt wonderfully uplifted on a wave of 
pride in the gladness that I am an 
American and in the joy of my adher- 
ence to the ideals of Americanism. But, 
did I — did you — leave the big thing of 
that emotion on the parade ground as 
you marched away — the big thing that 
our red, white and blue stands for? 

To be truly American is not to gloat 
in selfish joy and pride over the emo- 
tions one can sense under the urge of 
some symbolic ceremony — but rather in 
permitting those emotions to persuade 
us to a larger and more generous, active 
fraternitv, to the accomplishment of a 
greater, broader and world-influencing 
Americanism.
